Then, 
removing his coat as if overheated by 
his exertions, he’ quietly stepped behind 
his friends, crawled between the rail- 
ings and dropped headfirst into the 
water.

Schnelder was drawn for a mo- 
ment under the boat; then the current

Assistant Attorney-General Kennish, 
when seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at Jefferson City Monday, said that he 
would return to the scene of his last 
week's investigations in St. Louis Coun- 
ty Tuesday. The grand jury meets on 
that day, but Kennish declined to say 
whether he expected to take charge of 
its work. 

When questioned regarding his futile 
quest of Saturday for an _ injunction 
against lid-lifting clubs, made in com- 
pany with scan Mos Attorney John- 
ston, whom he is investigating, he said: 

“Mr. Johnston put no obstacle in my 
Way. It was necessary for me to con- 

sult with him, as much as with friends 
@f the Governor. He has brought cer- 
tain proceedings against the clubs in 
the Clayton court, which it was neces- 
Sary for me to watch.’’ 

When asked whether an _ injunction 
Could not have been obtained from 
Judge Ryors at Washington, Mo., Sat- 
urday night, he said: 

“No judge would issue an injunction 
without a personal application and a 
‘full consideration of the facts. This 
‘Could not be accomplished by telephone 
er telegraph.”’ 

Judge Wurdeman Ready, 

Probate Judge Wurdeman said Satur- 
Gay that he was empowered to issue an 

; injunction In the Circuit Judge’s ab- 
sence, and sat up at his Webster Groves 
home Saturday night in the expectation 
that application would be made. Ken- 
nish and Johnston knew of his state- 
ment, but did not call on him. 

While Kennish and Johnston were 
riding about the county in Johnston’s 
big red automobile Saturday afternoon, 
Judge Ryors was in St. Louis, waiting 
to take a 5:2 p. m. train for Washing- 
ton, Mo., where he spent Sunday. . 

Wider open, with better business, was 
the condition in St. Louis County Sun- 
day, after Assistant Attorney-General 
Kennish’s failure Saturday to get an 
jnjunction against the “clubs.”

Gumberts enjoyed the advertisement 
+Ahe has been receiving. He sat in front 
of the “‘club’’ and watched them come. 
Everyone on the cars going to Delmar 
Garden or Creve Coeur Lake got off 
to “have a look” at the mighty lid-lifter 
and his place. 

Wellston saloons were ‘‘on the quiet,” 
but were encouraged by the law's 
“fail down" to do the biggest back-door 
business since the lid was first tilted. 
Pickets did valiant service in “tipping 
off’ any one who did not look right. 

“Clubs” at the top and the bottom of 
the hill at Creve Coeur Lake were wide 
open. They sold membership tickets 
When Deputy Sheriff Clarence Camp- 
bell was around and stopped the ticket 
Masquerade when he was elsewhere. 

Across the lake at Wipke’'s “club” all 
comers were served until 6 o'clock. The 
heaps of empty beer bottles were 
stacked into pyramids so thick and fast 
aid the lidlifters arrive. When Deputy 

Campbell arrived at 6:15 every bottle 
had disappeared and Sunday quiet 
reigned.

Stockholders Will Meet Tues- 
day to Decide on Future 
of the Resort. 


BOOKS BADLY KEPT 





Owners Want to Devise 
Means for Keeping Out of : 
Debt in Future. — 





On the outcome of the annua! meeting 
of the stockholders of Piasa Chautau- 
qua, to be held Tuesday, will depend the 
future character of the resort. If the 
stockholders and directors are able to 
hit upon a plan for getting the associa- 
tion out of debt and keeping it out, the 
place will continue to be conducted as a 
chautauqua, as it has been for 24 years. 
If the stockholders and directors get to 
pulling in opposite directions and fail 
to solve the financial difficulties, the 
alternative will be a.surrender to the 
interest which have sought for years 
to get possession of the resort for the 
purpose of converting it into a ‘‘wide- 
open’”’ park. 

Members of the Board of Directors 
say that attempts to destroy the char- 
acter of the resort have been made, 
both in a surreptitious way and by open 
attempts to buy it and that there would 
be no difficulty in selling for much more 
than the indebtedness, and President G. 
W. Lubke Jr., addressing the called 
meeting of the stockholders, held 10 
days ago, told them plainly the alterna- 
tive that presented itself. 


Stockholders Landowners. 
It is not doubted, however, that at the 


meeting a plan will be decided on to 
avert this. The stockholders are such 
by virtue of being owners of cottages, 
or at least of lots. Nearly all of them 
have summer homes at the resort and 
are intensely interested in preBerving 
the character of the place. It is be- 
lieved that self-interest, if nothing else, 
will dictate a solution of the difficulty. 

W. A. Hockaday of East St. Louis and 
Lawrence Ewald and George E. Leh- 
man of St. Louis, ‘appointed a commit- 
tee to audit the books and suggest a 
plan, will report that the books have not 
been well kept, but that, as far as 
they have been able to determine in the 
time at their disposal, the accounts bal- 
ance. 

Two plans for clearing up the in- 
debtedness of $28,000 will be proposed for 
discussion. It is said that one contem- 
plates such an assessment as will ac- 
complish that result and that another 
provides for the organization of a com- 
pany to take up the indebtedness and 
carry it along. 

The report will criticise to some extent 
the manner in which the business of the 
corporation has been conducted, but it 
will not be radical. ‘“‘We are not going 
to tear up the earth,’ said Chairman 
Hockaday Monday. ‘We are interested 
above all else in solving the difficulty.” 

Want New Directors, ; 

It is expected that the stockholders 
will endeavor to bring about a partial 
reorganization of the Board of Direc- 
tors. Four vacancies are to be filled. 
One director has resigned. Three whose 
terms expire are said to be disinclined 
to serve any longer. This will give the 
stockholders a chance to get some ‘“‘new 
blood’ into the board if they wish. 

When a plan has been agreed on for 
getting out of debt it is the sentiment of 
the stockholders that precautions be 
taken against getting into dett again.

HISTORY OF MURDER 





Aged Pastor Had Visited Flat 
Occupied by the Sus- 
pected Armenians. 





NEW YORK, Aug. %—Mrs. Annie 
Sherrer lives at 333 West Thirty-seventh 
sireet, in the third-fioor flat. Two 
strange men, Armenians, last May day 
rented the furnished front room. They 
cariied ene valise. : 

In a week she knew them as “Paul” 
and “Jehn,”’ and noticed they had a 
visitor, a priest. He was about 


years old, bent with age, and his long, 
Cark beard was streaked with gray. He 
appeared to be on affectionate terms 
with Paul and John. He slept three 
nights, at varioys times, on a lounge 
in the small room adjoining the room 
eccupled by the lodgers. 

The priest called May 22, during the 
efternoon. Mrs. Sherrer saw him go 
into the room of Paul and Jehn. No 
ene ever saw the priest come out again. 
At 2 p. m. this afternoon Paul and 
‘Jchn informed Mrs. Sherrer a man was 
coming with a trunk for them. At 
2:30 two men carried a trunk from an 
express wagon to the reom upstairs. 
At 6 p. m. Mrs. Sherrer asked John to 
pay ber $3, due that day. Paul plead- 
ed poverty. He would leave the trunk 
for security. At 7 p. m. Paul remarked 
‘to Mrs. Sherrer: 

“The man got the wrong trunk, and 
we must take it back and get the right 
;@ne.”’ 

_ As the men were in arrears for rent, 
(Mrs. Sherrer ‘refused to surrender the 
jtrunk. She has never seen the men

Found Body in Trunk. 
- On Sunday, May 26, Mrs. Sherrer, her 

band and Policeman Henry Rodo 
broke epen the trunk. Within, doubied

ithe trunk. Under it was an empty silk 


‘money bag and a meal ticket with the 


[mame of 8. Ermoylan Bros.,' and the 
‘ddress, “1202 Halsted street, West 
Pullman, Chicago.’’ On the inside of 
the trunk’s cover was the name of 
‘Paul Sarkisian, and above this, in Ar- 
‘menian script, was the name of “Sarkis 
Ermoylan.”” Books, letters and papers 
found in a cleset belonged to Firmoylan. 

hen came the identification of the 
body as that of Father Kaspar Varan- 
fan, an itinerant priest. The police soen 
learned the names of three men, Sar- 
kis Ermoylan, Paul Sarkisian and John 
Mouradian. ‘An ‘‘alarn:”’ circular was 
issued. 

Father Varanian was a priest without 
a parish. His age wae 6% Priests of 
the Armenian church are permitted to 
marry, and in his native land, in the 
viliage of Moush, he had a wife and 
eight children. Eight years ago the 
Sultan banished Father Kaspar from 
Turkey, as a warning to his fellow 
townsmen. Arriving in New York, nv 
remained here enly for a time, travel- 
ing about the country from Maine io 
California, mating a hving blessing 
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ing no money except for traveling. Tis 
food he received for nothing, his lodg- 
ings and his clothing were given him. 
He carried the money he received in 
a iittle’ silken bag suspended from his 
neck and under his clothing. 

According to the police, there was no 
myrtery in the murder. It was simply 
a case of finding the three nien ac- 
evsed. Capt. Mct‘afferty sent descrip- 
tions of the men to every police de- 
partment in the country and to every 
port of Europe. Paul Sarkisian was ar- 
resied in Marseilles, France, June 29. 
Capt. McCafferty applied to the Dis- 
trict Attorney to extradite Sarkasian. 
This was refused. The District Attor- 
ney’s office teok the view that his ex- 
tradition could not he asked for unless 
the prosecuting officer could swear he 
had suft’cient evide.ce to convict were 
the man returned to America. Sarka- 
sian was released July 11. Thus ended 
the police search for the murderers of 
tne priest. 

The escape of the three assassins was 
a matter of ease and comfort. For a 
week after the men remained in the vi- 
cinity of New York. Ermoylan and 
Mouradin on May 29 went to Montreal, 
Canada, by way of the New York Cen- 
tral. At 3 a. m., May 31, the steam- 
ship Ionian of the Allan Line, sailed 


from Montreal for Liverpool. The night 

before Ermoylan and Mouradian had 

gone aboard as steerage passengers. 
Escape of the Men. 

Paul Sarkisian remained in New York 
for a full week after the discovery of 
the body. Then he, too, took. the Mon- 
treal route to freedom, sailing on the 
Virginian of the Allan Line, June 7. 

Ermoylan and Mouradian landed in 
Liverpool June 9 and after stopping in 
London two days, proceeded to Mar- 
seilles, France, where, about June 19, 
they registered under their own names 
at Gazar’s Hotel, 4 Rue Belzone. The 
cabled description of Ermoylan and 
Mouradian sent by the New York de- 
partment toe the French police apparent- 
ly was of no avail. Steamships arriv- 
ing at French ports were supposed to 
have been met by the French police, act- 
ing under instructions from New York, 
but George Kurjian, a young Armenian 
from New York, registered at the Ho- 
tel Du Cheval in Marseilles without 
being disturbed by the police. This 
man met met both Ermoylan and Mour- 
adian 
learned that they were going to 623 
Balik zar, Varna, Bulgaria. 

News has also been received here 
within the last few days of the ar- 
rival at Varna of Ermoylan and Mour- 
adian and it is presumed that Sarkisian 
has since joined them. This later in- 
formation, confirming the affidavit of 
George Kurjian, editor of an Armen- 
lan newspaper at Rouschouk, five hours 
by rail from Varna.

PHYSICIAN MARTA 
TD EXPERIMENTS 


Dr. S. D. Powell -Dies After Swal- 
lowing Carbolic Acid and 
Then Alcohol.

GREENWICH, Conn., Aug. 26.—In an 
effort to demonstrate that alcohol was 
an antidote for carbolic acid, Dr. Seneca 
D. Powell of New York and this village 
frequently swallowed what would have 
been a fatal dose of tne poison and then 
took alcohol. Many of the Doctor’s ex- 
periments were made in the presence of 
classes at the New York Post Graduate 
Medical School. 

Dr. Powell died yesterday at his home 
on North street here and it fs believed 
bis experiments with tne acid were the 
direct cause of death. He had been in 
bad health for three years, but his ill- 
ness took a more serious turn two 
weeks ago. It was in 1899 that he an- 
nounced to the medical profession his 
belief in the efficacy of alcohol as an 
— in cases of carbolic acid poison- 
ng. , 
He demonstrated at that time before 
the medical society of the County of

That 
is the principle so strikingly violated by colossal 
insurance concerns in recent years, and still more 
recently by railroad “buccaneers. 

Mistaking the power for the right has been the 
most common mistake of monopoly and combina- 
tions generally and public franchise owners. 

Substituting power to take for the right to take 
is robbery, whether the substitufion is by mis- 
take or nat, 
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Secretary Cortelyou’s plan to anticipate acute 
stringency in the money market will work all 
right if the speculators know to a certainty that 
no more relief is to be had. They have a way 
of anticipating also and they know how to bring 
about conditions which appear to call for help. 
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HOW TO ABOLISH GRADE CROSSINGS. 

It is sheer waste of good time for business 
men’s organizations to discuss the engineering 
problems incident to abolishing the grade cross- 
ings. These problems are exceedingly simple of 
their kind, but they will have to be solved by 
experts in the end. 

What the business men must do is to say that 
the grade crossing shall be abolished—not how it 
shall be done. Their shortest route to results 
lies in concentrating upon the demand that the 
city compel the work. United and vigorous in- 
gistence will force the Municipal Assembly to 
present a concrete issue to the railroads. 

Determination and persistence amounting to 
compulsion must be exerted if the grade cross- 
ing is to go. The railroads will do nothing vol- 
untarily in that line. But the experience of a 
dozen cities proves what the business men have 
forced the roads to do elsewuere; and in this 
gzrown-up metropolis of St. Louis there should be 
a sufficient and continuous demand to accomplish 
the same thing. 

Make the issue grow. Pound away at the text, 
“Tt Must Be Done.” Broaden the ranks of the 
business men’s organizations until they become 
generally .representative. Provide hearings and 
public meetings; these will have generous sup- 
port from a responsive public. 

In.a word, let the business men wage a cam- 
paign of demand without let-up. Then the issue 
will speedily reach a stage between the Munici- 
pal Assembly and the railroads in which en- 
gineering matters will become relevant and prop- 
er for consideration—by engineers and not by 
town meetings. 
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It is noticeable that the ome man in the county

is not coming forward with any explanations or 
denials. 
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THE CALL FOR CHEAPER WATER. 

President Kingsland of the St. Louis Manufac- 
turers’ Association is right in urging a reduction 
of water rates at the earliest practicable day. 

All that he says in favor of encouraging manu- 
factures is true also of every other interest and 
person. There is no inhabitant of St. Louis so 
humble and insignificant as not to be benefited 
by cheaper water. | 

The only question involved is one of finance. 
If the revenues are not excessive at this time a 
reduction of rates cannot be made. If they are 
excessive there should be no hesitation in redu- 
cing the cost of water to the people. 

Mossbackism intrenched in office rarely finds 
an excuse for remitting taxation. The possibility 
of such a course should be kept in mind at all 
times, however, in the Water Department. 
too 

Surely Secretary Root and Judge Landis cannot 
be ill from the same cause. 

SOME WHIMPERING AT CLAYTON. 

The bosses of St. Louis County will not excite 
much sympathy for themselves by criticising 
Gov. Folk’s latest letter. 

If the men who hold office in the county were 
above suspicion it would be in order to question 
the propriety of Mr. Folk’s utterances as to them, 
but they are not. They are streaked all over with 
evidences of public disfavor and doubt. They 
are mistrusted. There is no confidence in them. 

It follows, therefore, that when they assume 
the airs of persecuted innocence and with mock 
resignation affect to deplore the violence of the 
Governor they only make themselves ridiculous.

Folk has done no more than voice the fact.

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THE AUTOMOBILE IN POLITICS.

But the significance for the politician is not in 
what they did to him on the pike. It is in what 
they will do to him at the polls. 

The time for automobiles, for the rural politi- 
cian at least, is after and not before taking of- 
fice. And even en officeholder who smells of 
gasoline not infrequently carries a taint of sus- 
picion. 
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Mr. Bryan is still explaining why he voted for 
Calamity Weaver in 1892, when the Democrats of 
the country were voting for and electing Grover 
Cleveland. One thing that he might say on the 
subject he ignores.

When the rulemakers get together this winter let them legislate against the 
diubit all pitchers have of grooming a new ball on the grass.

What could be easier for him 
than to break open the boxes and wipe the new spheres on his little bale of hay 
in ful' view of the pitcher? If need be the boy could expectorate on the ball be- 
fore rubbing and thereby insure complete and proper treatment. The more we 
think ef this idea the more we are convinced it would fill a long felt want. 
Should the pitcher find on examination that the ball had not been artistically 
rubbed he could toss it back and call for another. The attention of the rules 
committee is called to this grass business which has been neglected too long.
